Much of the language used in vari­ 
ous sports is our inheritance from the 
middle ages.

“bevy” of roses, a “sloth” of bears, a 
“singular” of boars, a “sounder” of 
wild swine, a “route” of wolves, a 
“barras” of horses, a “ray” of colts, 
a "stud” of mares, a "pace” of asses, 
a “barren” of mules, a “team” of oxen, 
a “drove" of kine, a “flock” of sheep, 
a “trite” of goats, a “skulk” of foxes, 
a “down” of hares, a “next” of rab­ 
bits, a “clowder" of cats, a “shrewd­ 
ness” of apes and a “labor” of moles.

Relative to the proposed rain-m ak­ 
ing experiments at 
Battle 
Creek, 
Mich., on the 24th Instant, when it 
is intended to bombard the 
skies 
with quantities of dynamite, Prof. 
Willis L. Moore, chief of the weather 
bureau, issues the following 
state­ 
ment: 
“Numerous reports have come to 
the weather bureau indicating that 
an epidemic of ‘rain-m aking’ 
has 
broken out in various parts of the 
country, originating in some experi­ 
ments of this character m ade by Mr. 
C. W. Post, near Post City, Texas, 
last summer. 
The method adopted 
was the fam iliar one of setting 
off 
powerful explosives until, as is al­ 
leged, the jarring of the atmosphere 
leads to the condensation and pre­ 
cipitation of moisture. 
A description 
of this experiments published by Mr. 
Post In a magazine article has been 
copied widely in the daily papers, 
and also 
circulated 
in 
pamphlet 
form. 
Predicted Before Shooting 
“ Mr. Post claims 
th at 
copious 
showers followed three of the 
four 
experiments made by him last sum ­ 
mer. 
He, however, ignores the fact 
that in each case when rain occurr­

producing rain. 
Almost exactly 
the same experiments as those 
of 
Mr. Post were 
carried out 
some 
twenty years ago in nearly the same 
part of the country by the late J. 
Dyrenforth, and although the re­ 
sults obtained were regarded as en­ 
couraging 
by 
the experimenters 
themselves they were pronounced a 
complete 
fiasco 
by the intelligent 
public, as well as by scientific men. 
Moreover, 
entirely 
regardless 
o 
whether rain does or does not fol­ 
low a particular experim ent of this 
kind, the supposition th at there is 
relation of cause and effect between 
the explosions and the rain Is one 
th at cannot be entertained for a mo­ 
ment by anyone fam ilia/^w ith 
the 
physical processes involved. 
Rain Follows Battles 
“ That rain followed many of the 
battles of our Civil 
W ar was due, 
not to the effect of the discharge of 
firearms, hut to the fact in the re­ 
gions where the 
battles 
occurred 
rain falls on an average one day out 
of three, and that com manders are 
more Inclined to move armies 
and 
begin engagements in fair weather. 
In fact, while 
rain is in progress, 
such operations 
are impracticable, 
on account of the conditions of the 
roads. 
If, by the regular operations 
of nature, rain does not fall within 
two or three days after a battle, it 
is due to the fact th at a drought pre­ 
vails. The idea of rain following bat­ 
tles is expressed In the writing of 
Plutarch, who states his opinion that 
the vapor rising from the hot breath, 
blood and sweat of the struggling 
masses is condensed into rain by the 
concussion of 
the 
weapons 
and 
hoarse cries of victors. 
In a form a 
little less crude the belief th at rain 
is caused by battles has survived to 
the present day, but it is absolutely 
unfounded. 
“ I have before me a clipping of 
an editorial in the Evening Herald 
of Albuquerque, N. M., dated June 
17, 1912, which states: ‘The Merch 
ants of W ichita Falls, Texas, have 
expended $1,000 on dynamite, send­ 
ing to Dallas for the explosive, and 
every able-bodied 
citizen got 
out 
and set off the white sticks, look­ 
in g skyward, between times, to be 
the first to welcome a rain cloud.’ 
“The experim ent 
was a failure, 
but had rain happened to occur just 
after the explosions these m erchants 
would have been convinced of the 
efficacy of their efforts, 
and many 
more thousands of dollars would be 
expended before the fallacy of this 
opinion became apparent. 
To Teat Method 
“On the 24th of this month

to m ake a public test of Mr. Post’s
